Is Lowest Price Since 1915; 
Absence of Demand Given 
as Reason. 


A DAY WIRE} 

CHICAGO, Nov. 3.—What long 
ago used to be considered normal 
was reached today on the Chicago 
Board of Trade—wheat at $1 «a 
bushel. The December delivery fell 
to that price, the lowest since 1915. 

Absence of demand rather than 
any unusual selling pressure char- 
acterized today’s market. The dol- 
lar a bushel price led te compari- 
sons with more than double that 
figure realized during the great 
war and also was a reminder that 
the market for May delivery was 
down to 84% cents a bushel in 1914 
and to 83% cents in 1911.

Digging Up Past 


The activity of Mr. Powell in try- 
ing to obtain evidence against Mr.

On the eve of Madalynne Obenchain’s hearing today in Judge 
Reeve’s court on the motion to dismiss the murder indictment 
against her, dispatches from Chicago stated that Dep.

APPEAL TO JURY. 

Mr Obenchain’s communication 
to the grand jury late yesterday 
read as follows: 

“I am informed by the repre- 
sentatives of the Los Angeles press 
that an effort will be made to rein- 
dict me upon the charge under 
which I am * incarcerated in 
the County Jail. f such an effort 
is made, may I hereby respectfully 
request and demand that I may be 
given the right and privilege of ap- 
pearing before your honorable body 
and of giving testimony in my own 
behalf.” 

That Burch may not win a trial 
Monday for sanity as sought by his 
attorneys was the belief expressed 
by the prosecution. The latter hopes 
to force a trial on the murder in- 
dictment when Burch is brought be- 
fore Judge Reeve Monday.

The District Attorney's 
office takes the view that the prose- 
cution has the right to elect the 
defendant it wishes to try rst and 
that Burch will be the choice. 

Mrs. Obenchain's health appeared 
Improved yesterday in the County 
Jail where she swooned twice on 
Wednesday. 

Burch spent the greater part of 
the day in his cell, declining to see 
many visitors. The arrival during 
the morning of Sheriff Sam Gay 
from Las Vegas, Nev., had an im- 
portant bearing on the State's plan 
to establish to the court's satis- 
faction that Burch is sane. The 
picturesque Sheriff was the first to 
talk with Burch after his asserted 
flight from Los Angeles after the 
slaying of Mr. Kennedy. Sheriff Gay 
arrested Burch and talked with him 
both before and after the arrival 
of Deputy Sheriff Nolan, who 
brought Burch & here. 

MAKES AFFIDAVIT? 


Sheriff Gay spent more than an 
hour in the District Attorney's of- 
fice and it is understood he made 
an affidavit regarding Burch's sanity | 
as well as talking over many points 
of the case with the prosecution. 

Should Judge Reeve hold that a 
doubt has been raised.as to the 
sanity of Burch and or a trial 
to test his mental state, Dist.-Atty. 
Woolwine is expected to cali Burch 
to the stand and question him thor- 
oughly on many points in the mur- 
der case.

Protestants Virtually Win 
Fight Against Site. 
Decision Left Up to Board of 
Supervisors. 


Many Oppose Ordinance for 
Reduction W orks. 


Monterey Park, the Garvey d- 
trict and Ramona Park virtually 
won in their fight against the lo- 
cation of the Pasadena city sewage 
reduction plant on a new site near 
Monterey Park when the matter was 
left yesterday in the hands of the 
Board of Supervisors to pick a site 
after inspecting the present sewage 
farm on the Valley Boulevard. 

A large delegation crowded into 
the board rooms yesterday to pro- 
test against Pasadena thrusting its 
sewage farm near the front doors 
of growing Monterey Park. There 
also attended City Managers and 
City Attorneys from Long Beach, 
Pasadena, South Pasadena and Al- 
hambra, and representatives of other 
cities who are opposed to the pas- 
sage of an ordinance prohibiting 
reduction plants within a mile of 
any incorporated city. Virtually all 
of these cities have or are con- 
templating reduction plants and the 
adoption of such an ordinance would 
work a hardship on them, it is said. 

Only one person, and he was from 
Burbank, voiced a protest against 
Pasadena bullding its new sewage 
plant on the present location. Pasa- 
dena officiale declared they will 
build the plant there provided the 
State Board of Health does not ob- 
ject. The latter, it is sald, thinks 
the southwest corner of the sewer 
farm will be the practicable site. 
Supervisor Cogswell believes that 
the northwest corner where the sep- 
tic tanks are now located will be ac- 
ceptable. 

City Manager Lorraine of Alham- 
bra favored the new location near 
Monterey Park because Alhambra, 
which expects to join with Pasadena 
and South Pasadena, would not be 
obliged to pump its sewage. 

The matter will rest ultimately 
with the State Board of Health.
